AN OCTOBER BLIZZARD 


A January blizzard in October inevit- 
ably recalls the unhappy fact that. in 
1919 snow came on the 8th of this 
month—and stayed until the following 
April. But before we jump to the con- 
clusion that winter arrived on the wings 
of Tuesday's storm, it is in order to also 
recall that such a fhing had never hap- 
pened before and has never happened 
since. 

The winter of 1919-20 stands by it- 
self in the annals of western weather. 
In the memory of those who have seen 
two score or more winters in Alberta 
it bears the inglorious distinction of the 
“long” winter. There has not been an- 
other like it since the whites came. 
When we have to do so will be time 
enough to admit that it will ever have 
a rivel. 


APPEAL THE CASE 


Alderman Gibbs is to be commended 
for insisting that the parties who are 
demanding a prohibitive price for the 
property that is required to improve 
the approach to the Macdonald hotel 
should be made to pay taxés in keeping 
with the valuation they place upon the 
property. if there is any way of com- 
pelling them to do so. : 

The city assessor finds that the city 
has no power to raise the assessment 
of property simply because the owner 
demands a high price for it. If that is 
the legal situation, the city should se- 
cure this power, applicable in cases 
where property is required to effect a 
bona fide public improvement and where 
the price demanded is obviously ex- 
cessive. 

The owners in question are entitled 
to no sympathetic consideration what- 
ever. They are blocking the way to 
carrying out a badly needed public im- 
provement, and at the same time refus- 
ing to be taxed at the valuation they 
place upon their property. Their posi- 
tion is absolutely unfair and illogical. 
and flagrantly opposed to the interests 
of the city. 

Council should accept the proposal 
to appeal this case to the provincial 
assessment commission, and find out if 
there is not some way by which self- 
interest can be prevented thus holding 
up a public undertaking and escape 
being penalized through the tax bill. 


UTILITIES AND IMPROVEMENTS 


The city’s five utility enterprises 
have turned in net earnings during the 
first nine months of the year amount- 
ing to more than $344,000. That is 
cheering news for the taxpayer as the 
year draws toward a close. It means 
that this additional amount of revenue 
would have had to be raised by taxation 
if the utilities had been run without pro- 
fit; or that the present scale of expendi- 
ture would have to be cut by the same 
figure. 

The latter alternative is alrnost cer- 
tainly the one that would have been 
adopted, had there been no profits from 
the utilities, as taxation is already 
heavy. Without the annual income 
drawn from these sources Edmonton 
could not carry on the program of street 
and other improvements upon which it 
has been engaged for some years, and 
which should be carried on consistent)y 
for many future years. The city is, in 
fact, putting less into these general im- 
provements than it is drawing from the 
utilities, 

The users of light, power, water, and 
telephones are in a sense paying the 
city’s share of the cost of paving and 
gravelling streets. Since this form of 
taxation falls upon all householders, 
and since all enjoy equa! freedom in the 
use of the streets, it is fair to all con- 
cerned that the rates be sufficient to 
bring in a generous amount of net 
earnings and that the money be turned 
into the general revenue fund. 


Premier Bennett on Monday clari- 
fied his preference scheme by explain- 
ing that the pro ten per cent in- 
crease in general tariff rates means ten 

cent of the present tariff rate, not 

per cent of the value of the commo- 
dity affected. Thus a present rate of 
30 per cent would become 33 per cent, 
not 40 per cent. 

That cuts to one-third the amount of
